Baltic enclave 
jolts Moscow

N DAY one of Kaliningrad's 

official state of emergency car- 
lier this nıonth there werc no exira 
police on tle streets, and certainly 
no tanks. Shoppers carried on 
where they had left off the clay be- 
fore, desperately buying salt, sugar, 
flour and vegetable oil, in prepara- 
tiort for the coming shortages. 

It is nol surprising that Kalir- 
ingradl, Russias enclave on thc 
Ballic, shoud be the first regiun to 
declare an emergency. Surrnuntledl 
by Pulaucl ancl Lithuania, Kaliningracl 
has no easy access LO Russia's tlwin- 
dling food and fuel reserves.

After phone calls from the Kreın- 
lin pointing out that under the consli- 
tution only the president can declare 
an emergency, Kaliningrad officials 
had some explaining to (lo.

Kaliningrad was formerly the 
heartland of Prussia and anchor of 
Bismarck's Germany.

‘The region 
became the launch pad for a possi- 
ble Invasion of western Europe. 

But now, with Poland set to join 
Nato and Lithuania hoping to join, 
Kaliningrad's military is a shadow of 
its former self.

Besicles, 
when has the village not been in 
crisis? “If the government said to- 
morrow that they were clearing all 
our debts," he said, “we'd soon get 
into debt again.” 

The collective cannot afford to 
harvesl all its potatoes. While Mr 
Savin spoke he was interrupted by 
the phone as factory directors, 
army officers and middlemen of- 
fered to send labourers on a pick- 
your-own basis. He agreed, for 1.5 
roubles (about 10 cents) a kilogram, 
half the shop price. 

A field worker came in with a 
green ear of oats and one of corn. 
Heavy rain has delayed the harvest. 

Mr Savin chewed on a corn grain 
and gave the nod. Minutes later an 
elderly combine harvester headed 
for the fields. 

The cows fed on the corn pro- 
duce meat and milk. The milk is 
sold to a local dairy monopoly for 
about six cents a litre, less than 
cost, and much of the meat goes tO

N RUSSIA a heavy crop of rowan 

berries is said to mean a hard 

frost and a rich harvest. In the 
wnocls around Pavshino village the 
berries glowed scarlet and hung 
thick as grapes. 

Rowan berries are inedible. Nina 
Goncharova had something belter 
to show. Behind the wooden house 
her father built before the revolu- 
Ilon was a lean-to, Inside was a 
mound of iewly-dug potatoes. 

Beside the eating potatoes, neatly 
separated, were the seed potaloes 
for next year's crop.

Pavshino's name comes from the 
Russian word for "falleıt", after a 
battle tlıat left its meadows littered 
wîth dead Tatars. It lies roughly 
250km south of Moscow, in Tula 
region, a half-industrial, halfagricul- 
tural lanl. 

Superficlally, Russia's economic 
vrisis las sent Tula reeling back- 
wards into the clash of ideologies uf 
the late 1980s and early 1990s, when 
local party bosses tried and failed 1o 
get the market in an armlock. 

This month the governor, Vaslly 
Starodubtsev, one of the leaders of 
the failed coup against Mikhail Gor- 
bachev in August 1991, attempted to 
avoid hyperinflation by ordering 
iraders not to raise prices by more

‘shrinks’ sky 


E sky is falling. Scientists 
reported last week that the 
upper atmosphere has shrunk 
by elght kilometres in the laat 38 
years, writes Tim Radford. 

The diacovery — a predicted 
effect of global warming because 
of greenkıouse gases in the 
atmoaphere —~ confirma that a 
region of the sky 300 km above 
the planet can be used as a 
barometer of change.

Social workers 
face new rules

eı's to deliver a new deal for 

51,000 chillren in care after inspec- 

tors reported a “sorry picture" of re- 
peated fallure across the country. 

The Health Secretary, Frank 
Dobson, rend the riot act to local 
authority leaders at a closed confer- 
cırce in London an Monday. The 
message was that councils laye 
been given every chance to do right 
by ile most vulnerable children in 
society, but have failed. 

Social services departments will 
be brought under ceniral moniior- 
ing antl required 1o meet targets for 
improving the lol of children in 
care. Councillors will be told they 
will be accountable if things go 
wrong. 

Denise Platt, chief inspector of 
social services, said: "I you take 
responsibility for a child, you are 
ıtol expected to exercise your duties 
in the hal'bakedi way we lave fount 
in many cases." 

The tough approach lıas been 
Iriggercd by inspections ol 27 Eng- 
lish social services autlıorities, nore 
of which recvived a clean bill of 
health. All said they had proper 
safeguards in place for ihe welfare 
ofchildren. 

The inspections followed concern 
about safeguards in the wake of 
cınerging revelations of wilespread 
abuse of youngsters hm children's 
honıes in the past, and lhe issue of 
an ultimatum to authorities to en- 
sure no recurrence of such beliav- 
iour in homes. 

The report of the inspections 
concludes: “None of the authorities 
could be fully confident about the 
services offered to all the children 
they looked after,” 

Every authority was found to 
have problems ensuring compliance 
with its policies. Some of the worst 
councils inspected have already 
been brought to book: Ealing, in 
west London, is seeking a new di- 
reclar of social services after in- 
spectors warned that it had a 
"culture of hopelessness", with 
“potentially catastrophic" conge- 
quences for children iıı care.

Granted, the work isn't much, 
Radwan spends six days a week 
bent over a sewing machine in a 
sweatshop whose single concession 
to comfort İs an overhead fan that 
stirs the thick summer air.

45 cents an hour. 

But with well over a third of 
Gazans looking for work, Radwan 
knows better than to complain.

An Bosnian officials also said 
that the arrival of the Kosovo Alba 
nlans was jeopardizing the Sarajevo 
Agreement, signecl earlier this year, 
in which the city agreed to promole 
the return of thousands of Croals 
and Serbs who fled during the Bost 
ian War. 

Western officials pointed out thal 
it is hard to jeopardize something 
that lias been more resisted than 
implenıented by Bosnian Muslim 
and city authorities. 

More than a quarter of a million 
Kosovo Albauians have been driven 
from {heir homes by a Serbian arnıy 
offensive against ethnic Albanian 
separatists in Kosovo. Most uf lhe j 
displaced peuple have hidden iıı 
Kosovo or fled into Albania, bul last 
March others began to irickle in 
here by bus fron Pristina, the 
Kusevo capital.

Sarajevo, the city that came to 
symbolize the plight of refugees, 
has a new refugee problem. Thou- 
sands of ethnic Albauians driven 
from their honıes in Kosovo by Ser- 
bian forces have begun to show up 
in Bosnia, particularly Sarajevo, 
seeking help. 

And despite parallels between the 
current plight of the Kosovo Albani- 
ans and the recent history of the 
Bosnian Muslims, these latest 
refugees have foutıdl a cold heart in 
the city tlıat tore at Lhe world's leart. 

"They intend to make n ghetto of 
Sarajevo,” sait Beriz Belkic, the 
minister of refugees and social work 
for the Greater Sarajevo District, in 
an İnterview with the local news- 
paper. “If the arrival of Albanians 
continues, Sarajevo will not be a 
city, but a peasant village." 

The Office of the High Represen- 
tative, the West's chief civilian offi- 
cial in Bosnia, and the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refigees in Sara- 
jevo have publicly rebuked Bosnian 
authorities for their seeming indif- 
ference. 

“The refusal of tle Bosnian aııd

Many economists argue that de- 
veloping a sound immigration policy 
will be one of the most inıportant 
lasks of the next government.

Unless imınigrants fill the 
generational vold caused by the low 
German birth ‘rate, the country's 
vaunted social market economy 
with İts generous welfare provisions 
could crumble.

VER since [3th-century Enı- 

peror Frederick Il bestowed 

special protection on all for- 
eign merchants who ventured here 
with theîr wares, this ancient trad- 
ing crossroads on the Maln River 
has attracted people the world over 
with its allure of prosperity. 

In the second half of this centur'y, 
the guest workers who cante fron 
Turkey, Greece and Italy to help re- 
build Germany from the ruins of 
Worl War IF have bere joined since 
the fall of the Berlin Wall nine years 
ago by tens of thousands of Poles, 
Iranlans, Yugoslavs and Ruıssians. 
The nuınber of foreigners — ıncannı- 
ing people of non German ancestry 
— has soared lo the point where 
they now make up about 30 percent 
of Frankfurt's population of 652,000, 
according to the latest figures. 

The ethnic transformation of this 
affluent banking center — il will 
soon host the European Central 
Bank — vividly deınoasirates the 
changing human face of Germany 
as (he nation's blue-eyed and blond 
Teutonic stereotype uudergoes 4 
“rainbow revolution." 

‘Whether you like il or not, Ger- 
many is already a very ethnically di- 
versc society and ls getting more so 
by the day," sald Jutta Ebeling, 
Trankfurf's superinteııdent for multi 
cultural affairs, In an interview, 

But not everybody is pleased by 
the trend. A growing number of 
Germans say they fear imınigrants 
have become a menace to thelr na- 
tion's identity. A recent survey by 
the Forsa polling institute showed 
tliat 52 percent of German voters 
think there are too many foreigners 
and that IO percent would consider 
voting for an extreme rightwing

But the day Is approaching when 
some (loors must be closed, 
Schroeder insists, because "we can 
no longer bear the burden of 
hosting a much greater share of

With more than 7 million foreign 
ers now living in Germany, imn 
gration has beconıe suıch n volatile 
issue that some experts say il 
shoulcl iranscencdl politics, “H's a 
clangerous gante to bring foreigners 
into nn electlon campaign,” sail 
Cornelian Schmalz-Jacohsen, lhe fecl- 
eral commissioner for foreigner 
affairs, who is leaving her post after 
seven years. “Tle issue is far too 
serious to be Lreated as a superficial 
tactic to win votes.” 


ERMANY is the only nıajor 
Western nation that bases cit- 
izenship on bloodlines, dal

VISIONS OF JAZZ 

The First Century 

By Gary Gidalns 
Oxford, 704pp. $39.95 


HIS massive volume is a 
history of sorts of the first 

century of jazz. Of sorts, that 
is, because unlike Ted Gioia's The 
History Of Jazz, published (also by 
Oxford) a yênr ago, it does not 
strive ta be encyclopedic, makes 
only perfunctory gestures towarcl 
sirict chronology, anid pays linger- 
ing, loving attention to certain musi- 
cians (Elhel Waters, Spike Jones, 
even Doris Day) nol often granled 
space, nıuıch lêss admiration, ln jazz 
criticism. Unlike The History Of 
Jazz, Visions Of Jazz is not a refer- 
ence book; rather, it is (to date, at 
least) the clefinitive compendium by 
the most interesting jazz critic now 
at work. 

As Giddins himself probably 
would be the first to acknowledge, 
this characterization seems far less 
complimentary than it is meant to 
be. There has been plenty of writing 
about jazz over the years, but 
precious little of it has been much 
good. Too often it is biased and 
contentious, or long on enthusiasm 
and short on knowledge, or caught 
up in the raclal animoslties and 
feuds that have afflicted jazz, or — 
this, alas, more than anything else 
— simply unreadable, But Giddins 
knows his subject, his prose is inter- 
esting and graceful and his judg- 
ments are measured and falr. 

CGiddins does most of his. writing 
for the Village Voice, Apparently he 
is comfortable with that publica 
tion's reflexively leftish politics, as 
expressions of lt pop up from time 
to time (viz., his account of Duke 
Ellington's visit to the Nixon White 
House), but readers of different per- 
suasions — or those who feel, aš I 
do, that politics has no place İn jazz 
or any other music — can sail un- 
harmed through these blips. Where 
it really counts, Glddina sees jazz 
without blinders, whether political 
or racial or (a constant pitfall in jazz) 
stylistic. 

For me, as doubtless for numer- 
ous other lovers of jazz, Giddins has

This fakes Hellenga into territory 
more familiar from David Lodge's 
rambunclous satire ~— ihe realm of 
sexual harassment and college 
fundraising, And what, wonders 
Woody In turn, would Plata, Aristo 
tle or C.S. Lewis make of it all? 

The old standbys clon't provide 
Woody wilh ihe answers he neetis. 
But, face-to-face with lhe person 
wha murdered his child, Waody be- 
gins to look net to great thinkers 
but within hinıself for a means of 
conting to lerms witlı her actions, 

Once in a while, when reallly is 
too painful to bear, fietlon can help 
us lo explore the fragility of our 
human condition. This is such a 
book. Wilh compassion and humor’, 
it conveys a senge of certainty and 
ultimate faith thal only the finest 
writing can achieve.

THE FALL OF A SPARROW 
By Robert Hellenga 
Saribner. 480pp. $25 


N AUGUST 12, 1980, a terrorist 

bonıb exploded in a busy nortlı- 
eru Italian railroad station, leaving 
A5 people deal and more than 200 
wountlecl. 

Robert Helenga has chosen this 
harrowing rvallilet event as the 
foundation far his rernarkable sec- 
onl navel, The [all Of A Sparrow 
chronicles the "cuncentric rings of 
stories” (hut spreinl like ripples on a 
pond from such iı singulir evenl 
through e family of a fictlonal 
American studlenl. Cookie Want 
ill, the bunbing's Sih victim, 
diln't elie inımediately. She 
survived lhe bkust or several exeru- 
cialing (lays, lying irmless and 
charred beyond recognition ir an 
intensive care unit. Hellenga picks 
up ber family's story six years after 
ihe explosion. 

Tle girl's father and the novel's 
protagonist is Alan “Woody” Wood- 
Jıull, a learned, well-intentioned ard 
weak-willed classicist who teaches 
at St. Clair College, a small liberal 
arts school in Illinois. Hellenga 
mixes the comic nnd the cala- 
stroplıic, the ridiculous and the gub- 
line te capture difficult truths about 
the nalure of human resilience —~ 
ancl what i{ ıneans (O move oni, 

Six years on, the tragedy's fallott 
la palpable. Woody's wille seeks 
refıtge (îrst İn matlness ancl then in 
religion, finally accepting that the 
slaughter was aıı act of Gocdl, as sin 
ply inexplicable as a deadly ticlal 
wave or a bolt of lightening. 

But Woody sees it all quite differ 
enily. He has kuown all along that 
the blast was calculated, that the 
bamb was carried ta the station and 
carefully placeel wlıere il would clo 
the most damage — beneath a seat

only a trip to Venice, whose beaulics 
he intencls to sample one last time, 
When he arrives, he is surprised to 
(iud Lina, a young photographer he 
met at a dinner party, waiting İn his 
room; the inevitable affair follows. 
But we know that Mistler is a man 
of the world, with many infidelilies 
under his belt, and the affair with 
Lina is explicitly not a final clutch at 
youth. Indeed, it is a lackluster and 
almost unwanted romance, as 
Mistler hinıself reflects: “The para- 
dox was anusing: that he, who had 
so little tine, should have less and 
less inclination to selze the day.” In- 
stead, in keeping with his tempera- 
ment, he practices the cooler 
pleasures of connoisseurship: drink- 
ing good wines, visiting his favorite 
Titians, wiuding down canals to the 
best restaurants. 

Only towards the end docs 
Mistler begin to lose his compo- 
sure. And a chance meeting with his 
first love, a woman who inspired 
purer, more poetic feelings, forces 
hira to confront a potential different 
life. But as Mistler cautions US, 
these reflections are “not purely a 
case of ternıinal sentimentality.” 

Begley is determined not to allow 
us the easy pleasures of feeling pily 
for, or moral superiority to, Mistler; 
rather, he forces us to accept 
Mistler ort hiş own terms, his faults 
a necessary part of his achieve- 
ment. Most likely Mistler — and 
Begley ~— would not have it any 
ather way. ٠

MISTLER'S EXIT 
By Louls Bagley 
Knopi. 20ëpp. $22 


M ISTLER'S Exil, Louis Begley's 
fifth novel, is a gilded minia- 
ture. This is true of its subject 
matter: It is a novel of New York's 
wealthy professional elite, the latter 
day counterpart to Edith Wharton's 
aristocrats. Bul it is equally true of 


Begley's style, which favors expert 
craftsmanship over ragged ener- 
gies, and of his vlew of life, which 
could best be described as Epi 
curean: pleasure-loving, mature to 
the point of world-weariness, and 
decidedly unmetaphy sical. 

These are also the attributes of 
Thomas Mistler, whose "exit" from 
the world with an almost apathetic 
grace forms Begleys subject. 
Mistler is an Ivy League-educated 
advertising tycoon somewhere in 
his sixties, who early on abandoned 
his literary ambitions for (he more 
concrete attainments of the profes 
slonal world. Mier who candidly 
admit, like Mistler, that “what I re- 
ally do is use power” are not often 
lovable, and indeed, we get the feel- 
ing that Mistler himself would not 
want such sympathy, especially 
from strangers. 

. His çold confidence is not even 
shaken when, on the. first page of 
the novel, he learns that he is dying 
of liver cancer. The news prompts

Thenumber of women doing MBAs is on the 
increase but there is still some way to go before they 
take their full quota of places, writes Susan Miller 


It is intended to be challenging 
but fun. Very often such courses are 
perceived to be tests of physical 
endurance, requiring strenuous 
physical capabilities, Durharn has 
worked particularly hard to erısure 
this is not the case. The nature of 
the weekend is such that everyone 
can fully contribute, whatever their 
gender or age, 

The lesson, for both women ancl 
men, is to look carefully at provider 
institutions. Not all MBAs are of the 
same quality, so (hey need to ensure 
that the programme is accredited by 
Anıba (lhe Association of MBAS), 
which benchnıarks MBAs in the UK 
and Europe, More than this, they 
need lo make sure the ethos of (he 
programme is vompatible with ther 
requirements, 

Prospcclive studlents nlso need to 
look carefully at the arnount and 
type of support they are given once 
on the prograınme. What itcaclemic 
and adıninistralive support is of 
fered? Do studenls get a personal 
tutor? [fw far are siudeit support 
g#rotips cnevurngecl? What is the 
Telp available to nauag: Ihe exit 
frou the programe in turin 1- 
reer guidauce, job applicalinns, nul- 
working? 

Particularly important arc Il 
arrangements fur helping overseas 
«ludents sêltle down, fincl ievunt- 
modiion ancl generally cipe with 
culurw rhangv. Here a universily 
wide internalional offwé can be 
invaluable iı helping slucdenls cup 
with the adjustments nucussary le 
undertaking learning iı aA diffvrru 
unviroument. This may be partici 
larly important for some wumen 
coming frotn cultures where foinale 
independence is not lakcen [or 
granted. 

All the above factors are critical in 
helping participants to get real value 
and enjoyment from the experience. 
The only way to find out ınore is 10 
talk to someone involved with the 
programme that you are thinking of 
attending. Most institutions are only 
too happy to cliscuss these issues 
with interested callers. 

Perhaps the greatest challenge to 
would-be MBAs is the confidence to 
go ahead and apply. Again both 
sexes may suffer from self-doubt, 
wondering if they wil be able to 
cope with the rigours of the course. 
However, sometimes women's expe- 
rience in the workplace may serve 
to increase thelr worries. 

A female graduate remarked: "In 
the 1980s as managing director in a 
male dominated business sector I 
was never (or rarely) treated with 
the same respect as my male coun- 
terparts. 1 

“As the 1990s have progressed, 
very little has changed because I 
did not have a relevant qualification 
to match my expeence, therefore 1 
felt I lacked credibility . . . [This is} 
no longer so.” 

“If [you are] prepated to work 
hard you will get the rewards, tlıere- 
fore I1 would encourage women to 
undertake an MBAÃ — after all, f I 
can do it, then ao can they.” . 

An MBA is challenging, but it 
should be enjoyable, It will certainly 
help your personal development 
and it should enhance your career 
prospects. Good management is 
about a blend of skills and insights. 

Women have these capabilities — if 
they want the qualification, they 
need to think about applying for the 
course,

T HERE was a time when (he 
stereotype of the MBA 
graduate was that of & 
thrusting, arrogant and aggressive 
individual — usually male. How 
close this portrayal is to the truth 
should not concern us here; none 
the less it is fair to say that some 
programmes are more competitive 
than others. While there is still 
coınpetition ta gain acceptance lo a 
good MBA course, how much inter- 
student compelition there may be 
once the programme has begun 
needs to be considered, 

One female student admitted to 
worries before joining her course: 
“Ta it going to be packed out with 
30-something lads who were on the 
last track?" However, she was re- 
assured once she had begun her 
classes, commenting afterwards 
that “the apprehension for many 
women when conteınplating an 
MBA is that it will be fiercely coırm- 
petitive". While this is true up to a 
point —~ and rightly so if the degree 
is to retain credibility — business 
schools in the UK have learned to 
embrace a varjety of learning styles 
and topics. 

An example of this İş the outdoor 
development weekend, a compo- 
nent which Is included early on In 
the course at Durham. lts purpose 
is to help students learn more about 
each other, and themselves, 
through a weekend of outdoor activ- 
ities in the Lake District.

What really matters is that 
prospective students obtain a realis- 
tic picture of what comniltments 
studying for an MBA will involve. At 
Durham, part-timers should antici- 
pate on average about 12-16 hours a 
week of study time, in addition to 
class sessions. 

Recognising that supportive rela- 
tionships are cruclal to the success- 
ful completion ofl an MBA 
programme, Durham encourages 
participants to bring along partners 
to its Open Days, so that they can 
hear for themselves what the MBA 
is about and ask questions. 

Good planning and tine manage- 
ment are essentlal skills that all 
MBA students — along with man- 
agers — must have, or quickly 
develop. It does help lf you are or- 
ganised. The institution also needs 
to help by giving as much notice as 
possible of all teaching and assess. 
ment dates.

As a result it is very important 
that tle institution offering the 
course altracts high-calibre partici 
nants who possess wide experience 
at the appropriate senlor level. A 
good MBA course should therefore 
eqttip you with the capacity for true 
lifelong learning that goes beyond 
the specific management tools and 
techniques currently available. 

This is of direct relevance to both 
men and women, bıuıt as one recent 
female graduate pointed out: 
“Womeu's careers are often unlicly, 
characterised by a lack of sequence, 
jumping around in response to 
marriage, children and [aınily 
relocation. An MBA qualification 
allows women to fast-track across 
this paltern, giving 4 slruclured ex- 
perience on which to build a future 
career." 

The MBA can therefore help tiie 
indivklual iı organising and making 
sense of past experience — ancl (he 
expurienee of managing lhe vont’ 
plex and shifting demancls of hune 
and family life must count as rıle- 
vınl here — while preparing fur 
future clallenges, in both career 
and personal spheres. 

Perhaps the most ubvious 
apparent rvonstraint on women 
takî the plunge is the perceplirin 
that women's significant domestic 
respunsibililies nay constrain lie 
time availahle to study. With tradi 
tonal gender divisions breaking 
down in some areas this may be 
more ımyth than reality, Men, too, 
have homecare responsibilities, be if 
to children or elderly relatives, and 
all participaıts need to take account 
of the potential strain on home and 
family life. 

But a balance can be achivecl. 
Indeed, doing an MBA need not 
prohibit the extension of the family. 
One student, a chartered accoun- 
tant currently studying part-time for 
the Durham MBA, has a challeng- 
ing firll-time position with KPMG — 
who have sponsored her studies — 
as well as having three sons under 
six years of age. During her first 
year of study she give birth to a 
daughter while continuing to 
achieve very high grades in her a9- 
signments. 

She explained her situation: “I 
have had to be extremely organised 
in my approach to my studies .. . 
early completion of assignments 
rather than a last-ninute rush has 
proved to be essential. I have a very 
supportive employer, husband, par- 
ents and parente-in-law, without 
whom Î would not have been able to 
undertake the course.

Adler throws new and somelimes 
moving ligt on the young Duras’s 
Chinese lover (the model for 
LAmant), on her life as an attrac- 
tive and promiscuous student in 
Paria, on the Resistance, on the 
murky Delval case (see box belou), 
on the relurn of ler husband 
Robert Anlelme fron the concen 
tration camps, on her relations with 
the Communist party, and on niany 


other topics that Duras, in conver- 


sation and in her writings, had 
turned into legends. 

"Tell me you love me,” Duras 
pleads again and again in her fever- 
ish letters fo Dyonis Mascolo, the 
father of her child. He can never tell 
her strongly enough that he loves 
her. No one ever does — neither 
her mother, nor her brothers, 
friends, lovers, publishers or even 
readers. 

Duras perhaps focused not so 
much on love itself, which she de- 
scribed so successfiılly in so ınany 
forms, as on an ever-ntore insatiable 
craving (or love. This is where 
Adler's book will probably appeal to 
those very people whom Duras's 
novels irritate or leave cold. 

Behind the seduciress, man- 
eater, egocentric woman of letters 
andl sculptor of her own monument 
we find a qulte extraordinary con- 
centration of sheer energy — a 
force and arı obalinacy thnt enabled 
lrer lo forge her own destiny and ful 
fîl herself as a woman in a still male- 
(lominaled literary milietı, 
` Duuras's "nastiness", which she so 
often flaunted selfaccusingly, can- 
uut be scen in isolation from hat 
siruggle she waged, sorneltimes 
unwittingly, and sometimes self 
destruclively. 

And even deeper down, at once 


concealed and betrayed by the lan- 


guage Duras uses aud by the heady 
vapours of success anl alcohol, 
there can be detected a fragile, dis- 
irsught woman whio so desperately 
wanted to be loved that she ‘con- 
vinced hèrself she could achieve 
anything she desired.

great achievement is to have done 
that with unswerving rigour. 

It was no ensy task. Duras was an 
expert liar, or, İn Adler's words, “an 
old hand at the inaccurate confes 
sion", sometimes even to Lhe point 
of no longer' being able to distin 
guish between what she had experi- 
enced, what she thought she had 
experienced, and what she had writ 
ten about it. 

That kind of behaviour usually 
prompts biographers to go for the 
Jugular. They end up debunking 
their subject. Adler never falls into 
that trap. Because she loves and re- 
spects Duras, she strives to identify 
and understand what she concealed 
and clistorted, and to work oul why 
she did so. She is neither public 
prosecutor nor defence counsel, 

Adler's invesligation cannot be 
faulted. She is both a journalist and 

a historian. In her capacity aS a jour- 


nalist she visited all Duras's haunts, .

VERY YEAR sees the publica- 
E ton of about 100 biograplıies 
of writers, They cater to every 
kind of taste aıxl readership. Some 
are scholarly, others anecdotal; 
some the result of many years of 
acaclemic researc], others hasly 
rewarkings of earlier biographics; 
some are eulogies, others indlct- 
ments, A biography can sometimes 
even be an major Intellectual event, 
such as Roland Barthes's biography 
of Jules Michelet or Jean-Paul 
Sartre's of Gustave Flaubert, 

Laure Adler's biography of the 
writer and filrnı-mnaker Marguerite 
Duras is a different, almost socio- 
logical, kind of event. For Duras 
was a star. Not nıany modern writ- 
ers are stars, Ii is not a profession 
conducive to stardom. Most writers 
who — out of inclination, curiosity 
or vauilly ——~ accept lhe mysterious 
laws of stardom get their literary 
fingers burnt. 

But Duras did not. Thanks to her 
unbelievable energy and an inlalli- 
ble instinct, she managed to keep 
everything intact: her oeuvre And 
the cinematic version of her oeuvre, 
reality and myth, the construction of 
her life and of her legend, the harsh- 
ness of the truth and the smoke- 
screens of untruth, 

Wether one likes Duras's books 
or regards her as a minor novelist, 
there is no denying their alchemy, 
which — miraculously or gro- 
tesquely depending on one's point 
of view — enables her to meld 
literature with an account of her life 
and times and with the siren voices 
of myth. 

Adler says Durns did not like the 
idea of someone writing her bio- 
graphy, She jealously kept that task 
for herself, She felt that the truth 
about her life was what she wrote 
about it. As a writer she was clearly 
right: Adler haa the good sense and 
tact not to challenge the writer's 
truth. She records it and charts its 
development and transformation by 
examining Duras's books, thelr vari- 
ous drafts, and her notes. 

The kind of truth a biographer 
tries to piece together is of course 
quite different: it ls thê most accu- 
rate possible reconsiruction of 
actual facts. A good biography con- 
fronts ihose two realilies without 
ever deciding which should take 
precedence over the other. Adler's

(non-Indians), The strategy was to 
prove disastrous tor the lncliaus, 
who bore the brunt of the scorchecl- 
earth policy adopted in response by 
the armedl forces. 

Hundreds of villages were obliter- 
ated and terıs of thousands of ludians 
forced into exile. The EGP, which 
had undoubtedly succumbecl to revo- 
hutionary triunmphallsm, inspired by 
the 1979 victory of the Sandinista 
(FSLN} guerrillas in Nicaragua and 
the strength of the Salvadorean 
FMLN, was forced to retreat along 
with tlıe other armed ınuvements. 

Never again did the guerrillas 
pose a serious threat to the 
Guatemalan regime, despite the uni- 
fication of the four existing groups 
as tlie URNG in 1982. But nor could 
the army aclıieve an outright vivtory. 

In 1286 the army finally handed 
the reins of government — thouglı 
only & sınall slice of the real power 
— to a civilian president; anı event 
that signalled the beginning of a 
protracted, and frequently sus- 
pended, peace process, 

It took 10 years — and four gov- 
ernments ~~ fot a final agreement to 
be signed. Only then did Ramirez 
return to live in Guatemala and con- 
centrate on the creation of the 
URNG's own pollllcal party.

army officers launched an al- 
tempted coup which — though un- 
sılecessful — ultimately led to the 
foundation of the country’s first 
guerrilla organisation, the Rebel 
Armed Forcea (FAR). Ricardo 
Ramirez was a founder member. 

But within a few years the organi- 
sation was almost wiped out. 
Survivors, including Ramirez, re- 
grouped in Cuba and examined the 
reasons for their failure, The out- 
come was a seminal 1967 document 
written by Ramirez which ultimately 
becanıe the founding text of a new 
armed movement, the Guerrilla 
Army of the Poor (EGP). 

In January 1972, 15 armed men 
crossed the border from Mexlco 
Into Guatemala to launch the EGP. 
Ramirez remained in Cuba to direct 
the struggle from a distance. In 
place of Cuban-style fogquismo, 
wilıiclı in essence relied on the irıspi- 
rational effect of a small, armed 
group to spark a popular ııprising, 
the EGP adopted a strategy of “pro- 
longed popular war” based among 
the predominantly indigenous in- 
habitants of rural Guatentala. 

With this in nıind, the group set 
about recruiting large numbers of 
Mayan Indians, who make up 
around hall the population of 
Guatemala, although its leadership 
was always dominated by ladinûs 


Ranıirez: tenaclty and vislon 


It was a reputalon for flexibility 
and pragmatism that the future 
guerrilla leader would retain 
throughout lis career. Much of the 
credit for the 1996 peace accords, 
signed with the elected, civilian gov- 
ernment of Alvaro Arzû, is due to 
Ramirez's tenacity and vision. 

In 1959, after the overthrow of 
the Cuban dictator Fulgenclo 
Batista, he was in Havana for the 
innuguration of the communist 
regime led by Fidel Castro and Gue- 
vara, And it was the Cuban exaınple 
that he later sought to inıltate ili 
Guatemala.

Ricardo Ramirez 


{CARDO Ranirez, who has 
died aged 67, was better 
known by his nom-de-guerre 
of Rolando Moran. Under this name 
the senior comantlante of the 
Guatemalan National Revolutionary 
Uniliy {(URNG) guerrilla coalition 
had fought the singularly brutal olf 
garchy of his native land for almost 
four decades. 

The son of ın army colonel, he 
was just 13 when a democratically 
inspirecl revolution ended the dlcta- 
torship of Jorge Ubico in 1944, In 
his teens, Ramirez was a leftwing 
studerıt activist, a lcadling ınember 
of the road-wurkers’ union (STC) and 
a Conımunist party (PGT? militant, 

An enthusiaslic suppurter of the 
left-leaning governnıent of Jacobo 
Arbenz (1951-54), he was forced 
into exile when a United States- 
backed coup ıtshered in a military 
dictatorship that was to last until 
1986. Having sought asylum in the 
Argentine embassy, he found him- 
self in the company of the young 
Che Guevara. “Ricardo Ramirez is 
perhaps one of the most capable 
leaclers of the (commuunistl youth,” 
observed Guevara, “His manner of 
facing problems is much less dog- 
ımadic lhan that of olher conıracles." 
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skilled workers, black and white. 

In personal ternıs, life became 
steadily tougher for Wallace, He 
was confined to a wheelchair and in 
constant pain from his wounds. His 
sight was ailing and his hearing de- 
teriorated. In his final years, he de- 
veloped Parkinson's disease. 

But he underwent a remarkable 
conversion, One Sunday morning in 
1979 the black congregation of the 
Dexter Avenue Baptist Church in 
Montgomery was startled to see anı 
elderly white man being wheeled 
down the aisle by his black assis- 
tanl Governor Wallace had come to 
say sorry, ‘Tve learned what suffer 
ing means,” he said, "I can only ask 
your forgiveness." 

And the black electorate did fore 
give him. When Wallace ran for his 
final term as governor in 1982, he 
secured 90 per cent of the black 
vote, But the traclitional hold of the 
Democrats had been weakened, and 
Wallace relred in 1986 to watch 
Republicans gradually taking over 
his state.

in 1970 Wallace was again cligi 
ble to run and produced another 
ferociously racist campalgn, which 
returncl him to the governors 
mansion, Two years previously the 
state legislature had amended the 
constltulion to allow a governor two 
successive terms so, İn spite of his 
paralysis from the assassination at- 
tempt, he was easily re-elected in 
1974. But he was out of tune with 
the times, The continued resistance 
to the civll rights nıovement in the 
state saw a rapid emigration of

buxer, winning the state's bantam- 
welglıl tille at the age of 17. Then, 
just as he had joined the Uiniverasity 
ef Alabama Law &haul, his lather 
died, and Wallace was obliged to 
fund his five-year course through & 
mixture of professional hoxing.

He graduated in 1942 but, with 
the United SLates then plunged into 
the second world war, he joined the 
US Arımy Air Force, and flew nine 
boniıbing sorties over Jipan as 8 
flight engineer in 1945. He came 
home in 1946 to work as one of the 
state's assistant attorneys general, a 
fairly low rung on the legal ladder. 

His contacts in this posilion soon 
ignited an interest in local politics 
and, in 1947, he was elected to the 
state legislature, rapidly emerging 
as anı active and effective operator, 

In 1953 he rehırned to the law, 
winning election as a state district 
judge. By this time Wallace had also 
become a leading figure in the local 
Democratic party. He was close to 
the larger-than-life governor, Jim 
Folson, and relled on that connec’ 
ton to sustain his own gubernator- 
jal bid in 1958 —- state law 
prevented the governor succeeding 
hinisclt. 

Wallace came second in lhe pri- 
mary, He had been offered formal 
support by the Ku Klux Klan, whiclı 
he hat rejtctaıt. As a result he was 
endorsed by the National Associa- 
ton for the Advancement ofl Col- 
ored People In the run-off against 
the otlıer leading contender. His Op- 
ponent, to wlıon the KKK had 
sluifted its allegiance, won by a nar- 
row margin after a blatantly racist 
campaign. . 

Wallace told friends he had lost 
because he had been “out-seggecl”, 
and vowed it would never happen 
again. In 1964 he launched a lero- 
cious segregalionist campaign and 
was elected by the largest vote ever 
achieved by an Alabama governor. 

The white voters who backed him 
were plainly fearful! of the increas: 


George Wallace 


EORGE Wallace, who has cliecl 
agecl 79, will go down in Ameri- 
can history as the racist bigot wha 
probably dicl more than any uther' 
Mh century pulitician to improve 
1he situation of his country's black 
citizens. That, of conrse, was never 
his intention, But lhe extremily of 
his views as governor of Alabanıa, 
the image of him blocking Alabanıa 
university's doors in June 1963 to 
stop two black students enrolling, 
and the decision of his police chief, 
Bull Connor, fo unleash dogs on 
peaceful demonsirators in Birniing- 
ham shocked middle America. 

Wirhiı a year Congress had 
passed a greatly sirengthened Civil 
Rights Act, which was swiftly folk 
lowed by a Voting Rights Act. The 
political landscape of the South was 
never the şaıne again. 

At first Wallace baliled on, with 
considerable success. In the early 
Democratic primaries of the 1964 
presidential campaign, he secured 
up to 43 per cent of the poll but, to 
avoid splitting the rightwing vote, 
wilhdrew when Senator Barry Gold- 
water won the Republican nomina" 
Hon. In 1908 he again ran, as a thirû 
parly cantlidate, nearly costing 
Richard Nixon the White House 
when 10 million people votecl for his 
American Independent Party. 

In the 1973 presidential canı- 
palgn, Wallace, having reverted to 
the Democrats, secured impressive 
primary victories in five states, 
causing muclı anxiety to the Deno- 
craks, and to the Nixon White 
House. Then, during an appearance 
in Marylarrl, Wallace was shot and 
crippled by Arthur Bremer, a dis- 
turbed loner. That cncdled lıis career 
in national politics, though he con- 
tinucd to be a powerful force in 
Alabanıa for another L4 years. 

Wallace had been born just after 
the first world war in the tiny rural 
settlement of Cllo, Alabama. At high

CAME out of John Maybury’s 

Love ls The Devil, which is 

rather coyly subtitled "Study for 
a portrait of Francis Bacon”, feeling 
Td never seen a film that makes 
such direct and Illuminating connec- 
tion with the eye of an artist, On the 
other hand, 1 didn't know Francis 
Bacon, so I can't tell whether the 
story Maybury tells us is true, in 
the literal sense. That bothers me. 
But if you want a brilliantly sus- 
tained imagining of how, according 
to some of the best available evi- 
dence, Bacon saw his world, and 
how he rendered that vislan ori to 
canvas, then Love 1s The Devil is a 
very remarkable film indeed. 

Perhaps the best piece of luck 
granted to Maybury during his 
preparation for the film, apart from 
Derek Jacobi's agreement to imper- 
sonate the painter, was the refusal 
of Bacon's executors to permit the 
use of the original artworks. 
Thrown back largely on his own 
resources, Maybury was forced to 
devise other means of illustrating 
the way Bacon mediated the evi- 
dence of his own eyes. The result is 
the most original and stimulating 
aspect of the film, carrying it far 
beyond the limitations of the con- 
ventional biopic.

Alexel Shirov is İn the deep freeze 
after the world champion admitted 
that the province of Andalusia, 
which was due to sponsor the 18- 
game series, had withdrawn be- 
cause of “political problenıs". As 
part of a voting deal, the ruling So- 
cialists handed over the sports min- 
istry, which was to provide the prize 
fund, to their nationalist partners, 
who promptly cancelled the chess 
project. 

Kasparov took a 3-1 lead last 
week in his $100,000 six-game Euro- 
‘Tel Trophy match against Jan Tim- 
man in Prague, intended to prepare 
him for the now aborted series 
against Shirov, The latest events are 
a fresh blow to his campaign to keep 
personal control of the world title, 
and they maintain Kasparov's track 
record as a chess serial killer, His 
“World Chess Council”, already 
dubbed World Chess Cancelled, 
looks destined to follow the GMA, 
the PCA, and several other ex-Kas- 
parov groups into oblivion. 

Meanwhile the Internalional 
Chess Federation (Fide) has conn 
tracted with the USCF and the 
American firın Fishman Associates 
to organise a $2,6 million, 100-player 
knockout world championslıiip in 
Las Vegas, starting on Novenıber 29.

One morning, at the top of the 
woods where I'd kept a watclıful eye 
on a small hole in the bank which 
lel into a wasp nest, there was u 
square-shaped excavation. This had 
been neatly nnd powerfully dug, 
right into the heart of a very large 
nest. The insides of (le intricately 
built paper walls were visible but 
everything else had gone — this 
lad to be the work of a badger. Who 
else could sustain an attack from an 
entire wasps’ nest and get away with 
eating its contenls of grubs and 
stored food? 

I could see how the badger’s fur 
would protect it from stings, but 
how it ınanaged to protect its eyes 
and nose was impressive. This was 
the second such excavation Pd seen 
in this vicinity and it was obvious 
that this badger had perfected a 
valuable, if dangerous, skill My 
guess is that the badger had struck 
in a pre-lawn raid when the wasps 
were dozy.
